Canada is excited from one end to the oth- 
er, and from all appearances will remain © 
for some time to come. Onr reporter recent- 
ly visited several of the interior towns, there- 
lore we are exiabied to speak kuowlagly, and 
we must say that we mach 
citement over what every eon re- 
gards as nothing. Karly last 
troubled our neighbors sorely, but as time 
wore on the excitement beeame more inLense, 
and on Thursday and Friday it culminated, 
by reason of sensational telegrams that were 
tiashed over the wires in every direction. 

On Friday, a large number of troops were 
sent. te Lendow and Ditleted with peo 
Je. In the evening five companies were or- 
te Sarnia, five to Windeor, and 
two to Paris. To relieve these, volunteer 
were sent from intertor towns. It was alap 
remored that several detachments of re 
jare wonld also be sent to the frontier, bat 
as yet pope have arrived. The reception of 
these telegrams caused a lively commotion 
in Loudon, and few persons slept soundly.
